SUBIACO 

The Church and Monastery of the “ Sacro Speco,” or Holy Cave of St. 
Benedict , near Subiaco, is especially interesting as being the first specimen 
of the use of the pointed arch in Italy. It is reached by a steep, zigzag 
donkey -road about a mile long, and is so built upon the side of the perpendic- 
ular rock, that one Chapel is over another for five stories, and it is entered by 
the upper Church.
